m A major cause of morbidity and mortality 
- Leading cause of death <1 yr 


m Most commonly occurs in children (6 months ~ 4 years) 


m Type of foreign bodies: 
- Peanuts: most common 


- Dried beans particularly dangerous: tendency to swell 
in the airway 


Diagnosis of foreign body aspiration: difficult 
Delay in diagnosis common (54%) 
Morbidity increases with delay in treatment

m Avoid causing distress to child: 


- as this may dislodge foreign body from 
bronchus into trachea, causing complete 
airway obstruction 


m Rigid endoscopic removal: 


- successful rate: 98% with experienced 
anaesthetist and surgeon

- potentially dangerous and unlikely to be
